MR. JOHN DUNCAN LEAVING 
TO-MORROW. 


A DISTINGUISHED CAREER. 


Ono of Hongkong’s best-known 
publio mon is leaving the Colony 
to-morrow in the poraon of Mr 
John Duncan, the Port Enginoor, 
Mr Duncan ia retiring owing to 
ill-hoalth, but if his condition im- 
provos lator wo understand that 
ho hopos to go into private prac- 
tice at Homo. It is to bo regretted 
that hoslth ronsons should 
necospitata our Port Enginoor 
loaving ‘the rcone of his labours 
on tho ovo of tha big dovolopments 
in tho advocacy of whioa ho has 
tokon a principal part, During 
tho fourtoan yoors ho has been in 
tho Hongkong Govornmont sor- 
vice, Mr Dunosan has secon a 
numbor of harbour improvenonts 
como into boing undor hia charge, 
and his most rocont work has 
boon the drawing up of tho vory 
ablo and compréhonnive roport on 
harbour and port devolopmont. 

His many frionds will wish for 
him on ulfimato rocovery of 
hoslth in tho homeland; and no 
doubt ho will continuo to keop in 
touch with this Colony and 
obsorvo with’ koon interest tho 
ovontual progross of tho schomes 
ombodied in hia recommonda- 
tions. He sails for Homo by 
tho 8.8. Empress of Russia. 

Born just ovor 42 yoars ago, at 
Abordoen, Mr 
educated at Gordon's Collogo in 
that oity, up to 1899. Ho thon 
ontorod Gordon’s Toohnical 
Collego at Aberdeen, whoro ho 
gavo onrly signs of his abilitios,

South Konsington oxamination 
in the advanced stago of applied 
mochanios, having obtained first 
placo in tho Unitod Kingdom.

J kong wasdoalt within his recont 


Barron, Jr, tho ongineer and 
gonoral superintendent, Ribble 
Navigation, Proston, Lancs., 
whoro our Port Engineer was in 
full control of surveys for 
dosign and construction of dock 
wharchouses, railways and roads, 
ropair shopa, a lighthouse, soven 
and a half milos of rivor and soa 
training walls, dredging, otc, in 
connection with works costing 
£1,500,000. Ho also survoyed tho 
wholo portof Preston, in addition 
to making hydrographic survoys 
which covorod the important 
ostuary oxtonding over un area 
of more than « hundred square 
milon, * : 

In 1908 Mr, Duncan was 
offered o post os Assistant 
Engincor to the Calcutta Port 
Gommissionora, but refused for 
family roasons. Jn 1911 ho was 
offered tho post of Chief As- 
sistant Enginoar to tha Humbor 
Consorvancy Board, and at the 
samo time was recommended to 
Hongkong by tho lato Sir William 
Matthows of the firm now known 
as Coodo, Fitzmaurice, Wilson 
and Mitchol], Consulting En- 
gineors to tho Crown Agonts. He 
came out to the Colony tho samo 
yoor: 


LOCAL WORKS. 


On arrival hore Mr. Duncan 
wos appointod Chiof Assistant 
Enginoor on tho construction of 
the Mongkoktsui harbour rofugo 
works, boing publicly commond- 
ed forhis labours by tho lato 
Sir Honry May, thon Govornor, 
in 1915. Engagod lator in barbour 
drodging suporvision, Mr, Duncan 
in 1916 to 1918 was busy making 
survoys and preparing designs 
for the Praya Enst reclamation 
schamo. : 


He was associated with tho lato 
Mr. Joffo on tho design and con- 
struction of a ro-inforcod concrete 
watorgato and‘ oontingent works 
at Fu Wan, Wost River, for the 
Flood Rollot Committoo of Hong- 

May, 1917, tho 
Honry May recorded 
hia approoiation of tho valuablo 
asaistance rondosod on this, work. 


Tho British Ministor at Poking 
approached Mr. Duncan in 1919 
through the Hongkong Govorn- 
ment to consider an appointment 
aeObiof Engineertothe Liso Rivor 
Conservancy (Newohwang).

facade; as woll os now ferry 
piors, oto. 


He was oloctod an Assoc. M, 
Tost. O. E. on tho 7th April, 1908, 
ofter qualifying by oxamination; 
and was transforrod to M. Inst. 
O. E. on tho 24th January, 1922, 
boing supported by fourtoon full 
mombors of tho Institution, wha 
included tho late Sir William 
Matthows, K.C.M.G., past Pro- 
sidont, Institution of Civil 
Enginvors, tho lato i 
Maurico Fitzmaurioo, ©O.M,G., 
anothor past prosidont, and Sir 
Evan Daviors Jones, Bart; 
lato M.P., M. Inst, GCG. E.

In addition to many gifte, 
{including o boautiful ‘silk om- 
broidorod scroll from the Chinese 
staff of his dopartmont, Mr. 
Duncan has boon tho recipient 
of many commondatory letters, 
accqmpaniod by oxprossions of 
regrot at his doparturo, Tho 
Genoral Chambor of Commorco 
has oxprossed “its vory high 
appreciation of your work for 
sovoral yoara past in connection 
with tho harbour, which has 
culminatod in the production of 
aroport concorning tho dovolop- 
mont of the Colony's chiof assot 
which may, without oxaggora- 
tion, bo doscribod as monumental 
and is likaly to bo the standard 
work on tho subjoct for many 
yoaorsto come.” Tho lottor adds 
that “the Chambor sinoorely 
rogrots that health roosons 
provont you from romaining in 
tho Colony to suporintond tho 
complotion of somo part ot loast 
of the comprehonsive programma 
which you havo laid before tho 
Colony,” and the Committeo 
furthor oxpressos tho. hopo that 
Mr, Duneon will have renowed 
health and an extondod carear of 
usoefulnogs at Homa 


From official sources, also, Mr 
Duncan has received many ox- 
prostions of roegrot at his dopar- 
ture ond of congratulation on tho 
work ho has accomplished in the 
Colony. In an oxtract from a 
dospatch which His Excellency 
tho Govornor has forwarded to 
tho Secrotary of Stato for tho 
Colonios, a copy of which was 
sontto Mr Duncan, Sir Edward 
Stubbs oxprosses grant rogrot ot 
tho rotiromont of,; this valuablo 
officer, which onthil; a sovere loss 
to tho sorvico, especially at this 
juncturo, whon his groat ability, 
long oxporience and onthueiasm 
for his work wore just about to bo 
omployed'to tha full in the im- 
portant harbour dovolopront 
which must bo undertakon in tho 
noar future.” , 


Mr Duncan was on Tuossday 
tho rocipiont of tho gift ofa ailvor 
cigat box and framed-photographs 
of the members of his staff, tho 
presentation being made on their 
beholf by Mr A. Anderson, tho 
Doputy Port Enginoor. Ina briof 
spscch Mr Andorson voiced tho 
rogrot of tho staffat Mr Duncan's 
onforoed doparture, and oxprosaed 
thotr ‘approdiation of his kind-

Tho prosont situation was due

MESSRS. DODWELL'S 
ALLEGATIONS. 


In the caso in which Mosars. 
Dodwoall and Company are pro- 
cooding against Tin Po-loo, of 99, 
Jorvois Stroot, for alloged infring- 
mont of trade marks in respoct of 
tho 'Kingfishor" brand of flour, of 
whioh thoy are the importora, it 
was stated by tho prosecution, ot 
the Control Magistracy this 
morning, that o8 many as 
100,000 bags of this commodity 
woro imported ovory year by tho 
Company, and ro-oxportad ' to 
difforont parts of China. 
Botwoen 6 and 7 por cont. 
was exported to Yunnan, 
tho provinco from whioh do- 
ondant was: bolioved to havo 
originated. Information was 
rocoivod by Moesrs. Dodwoll 
that 350 bage of flour wore boing 
imported by tho defendant. Aftor 
their transferonco on arrival 
from tho China Morchanta’ ship 


Kwangleo to this shipping com-} 


pany’s godown, n search warrant 
was socured “from the polico, 
ond it’ was thon discovered that 
thoso bags boro a colourful imita- 
tion of tho " Kingfisher” mark, 
of e likonosa sufficient to docoive, 
Tt was also asoortainod that the 
dofondant had boot making 
onquiries at the godown with 4 
viow to tho ro-oxportation of tho 
consignment to Yunnan, For pur- 
poses of comparison, tho pro- 
sguution brought into the Court 
@ bag containing the gonuino 
mark and two others alleged to 
boar tho imitation. 

Mr. M. H. Turner appoarod for 
the proscoution, and Mr. Whito- 
houso was for dofondant!

AN’ INTERESTING CAREER. 


Mr. J. Murakami, who fs 
coming to Hongkong as Consul- 
Gonoral for Japan in succossion 
to Mr.8. Takahashi; graduatod 
from tha Kobo . Higher QOom- 
morolal School fifteen years ago. 
On passing tho oxamination of 
candidates for. the diplomatic 
sorvico, ho roceivod practical 
training in Japan for somo 
littlo timo, and tha. following 
yoar ho was appointed aa eleve- 
Consul and postod to the Shang- 
hai Consulato Gonoral, Ho was 
in that port for fivo yours before 
transforonce to New York. In 
1917, ho was promoted to tho 
rank of seoretary of the third 
olasa, and transforrod to tho 
‘London Embassy. Noxt yonr 
Mr. Murakami woe appointed t 
tho full rank of Consul and took 
up his now dutios at Ohanochung, 
in Manchuria. Lator ho roturnod 
to Tokyo and for two yoars 
was ono of the  socrotarios 
in ths Foroign Office. About 
five years ogo ho was appoint- 
od as Chiof of tha Com- 
morojal Bection of the Commor- 
cial Buroau in the Dopartment 
of Foroign Affairs, continuing in 
this capacity until the 15th 
Deoombor last, when ho was 
appointed Oonsul Gonoral for 
Hongkong. The Japaneso diplo- 
motio and consular‘ sorvico is 
noted for tho comparative youth- 
fulnosa of its membore, and tho 
now Consul-Gonoral.is no oxcop- 
tion to this rulo. Ho is 36, or 
just post tho oge, we aro 
informed. Thoso promotions aro 
mado in o sorvico which also 
takos youthfulness into account 
in a consideration of tho abilitias 
of ita mombors. 

No official odvicos have yot 
boon reccived as to tho dato of 
Mr. Murakomi'’s arrival in 
Hongkong, but it is oxpocted 
that it will bo towards tho ond 
of this month.

Thus we have. been enabled 
to curry on the school without inter- 
ruption through the yenr. 

Our Lubornatory work han been very 
raverely handicapped by the fact that

have secured two rooma near St. 
John’s Hail, which are being fitted up 
as Inborat nd Science Class-room, 
This yent hall be able to give all 
our studel tter opportunities in 
this respect than we havo ever had 
before. 

The difficulties attending our re- 
moval to various new premincs were 
greatly cased by the kindness of all 
with whom wo Save had to deal.

Story of the Find. 


Desling with tho history of the 
find the lecturer said that although 
a geologist actually found it, tho 
find was duo .ta Dart's initiative. 
Ho had been working at dohannes- 
burg and in South Africa gonornlly 
and was convinced that it was 
in that country that anthropoid 
finds would most likely bo‘mads, 
All credit was duo to Veofesaor 
Dart, although the University he 
bolonged to had naturally taken s 
great deal to itself. Tirst was found 
the wkull of s small monkey and 
then they camo upon this skull, 


Tho geologist went to view the 
lime caves aod examine them ond 
on arrival found blasting in progress, 
when tho blasting was finisbed the 
brain cast was found. Dart thero- 
upon cleaned up tho fuco of a rock 
in which bono appeared most likely 
tu be found ond as ho did so, face 
developed ond to his surprise and 
delight tho brain cast fitted exnetly 
tu tho frunt of the skull. This face 
was the firat completo one of 
an snthropoid ever found and its 
discovery tho locturer churactorised 
ug ono of the utmost importance. 


Developed Brain. 


The brain cast pave a very clear 
indication of the extent tu which 
the anitoaal had developed aad it 
was the brain which very definitely 
wiarked oman from the other 
animals. Dart claimed that the 
bram of his anthropoid man was 
developed higher in 9 corresponding 
degree than tho higher apes bad 
doveloped and bo therefore con- 
tended that it was this dovelopment 
that had given rise to the buman 
species. 


Dart noxt drow attention to the 
balunee of the head and from the 
balance of his find he had made 
out that his anthropoid man had 
sturted to assume tho ercet 
‘posture, It was only, remarked 
the lecturer, by the assumption 
of tho rect posture that the 
emancipation of tho hands for 
higher intellectual purposes could 
take place. It was in. the 
uso of the lower limbs for progres- 


sion and the use of the upper hmbs |" 


tor assisting the oyes for highor 
mtellectual purpores that the 
stimulus waa found for the evolu 
tion o€ man himself. 


Age an Important Factor. 


{Therefore it hud to be ‘considered 
evidence from three pointa of viow. 
These wore the questions of the 
form of Ubo skull and the jaw,’ the 
tuking of tho upright position, and 
tho dovolopment of the brain, On 
the first point the dovelopment of 
the akull was very similar to the 
ournng outang in ita youth but, 
however, tho ourang outang grow 
into o croature ontiroly unlike 
man.

With regerd to Dart'’s spocimen 
the question was how long would 
it have retained its primitive 
oharactoristics, + 

Tho next point tho lecturor dis- 
cussed was tho devolopmont of tho 
brain. Dart hod been peculiarly 
fortunnto in gotting a specimen 
showing « considerable amount 
of bruin structure, Any discussion 
as to tho identity of the brain pattern 
would bo out of ploco without 
porsonal examination of the spoci- 
mon, remarked Prof Shollsbear, 


Brain Development, 

But it wus interesting to reviow 
the development of the brain from 
lower forms, irst of -all the 
oncestors of the onthropoid apo 
bad o brain which was cumplote. 
ty dominated by a tense of smell. 
This was followed by a loss of the 
senso of smell and oo enhonce- 
ment of the songes of vision, touch 
oud beoring that bod pnved the 
way to evolution of the human 
brain. Tiret evidence of develop: 
ment of vision was in tho 'Tarsius. 
The lecturer showed a stido of thie 
onimal ond albo of tho lemur and 
marmoset in’ which tho samo 
development was traced, Tho 
eyes camo moro to the front, tho 
nose losing its prominence, and ap 
expression became manifest in the 
in the oyes and fave. It was only 
by .the use of vision siding touch 
that tho performances of highly 
skilled movements became possible. 
Highly skilled. movements of the 
eyo and bond wore shown in the 
monkey which learned to thread o 
needle, said tho lecturer, ond 
showed o picture’ of tho monkoy 
having accomplished the oporation.

HEBREW 
UNIVERSITY. 


IN HISTORIC 
- SURROUNDINGS. 


Jorusalom, April 1, 

Tho Hebrow Univorsity was 
inaugurated hora in tho presence 
of seven thousand porsons, in tho 
great amphithoatro out in Greok 
atylo on tho side of Mount Scopus 
from whoso threo thousand foot 
summit the coppor-domod build- 
ing dominatos eastward tho wild- 
ornoss of Judaoa, with glimpses 
of tho Jordan and Dead Soa and 
mountains of Giload and Moab, 
It commands westward o 
panorama of tho Holy City. 

Fifty loading institutions of 
learning and acadomio bodies all 
ovor the world wore roprosented 
ot tho inauguration. Hours 
beforo the coromony, tho narrow, 
dusty road to Scopus was black 
with vohicles, Jows, old ond 
young, word overywhoro visible 
climbing tho slopos. Podlars did 

a good business solling * * Balfour 
ehandlate cako ond cigarottos.” 

Only throo'of tho five sections 
of the amphitheatre have hithorto 
boon completed: These woro 
built in five woeks by threo 
hundred Jows many of whom 
wero students. 

Thousands had to bo turned 
away although many had trampod 
long distancos. For instanco, four 
hundred colonists walked from 
Jaffa. 

Tho procession from the Uni- 
vorsity to tho amphithoatro was 
most imposing. 

LORD PRALFOUR OVATED. 

A tromondous ovation was ac+ 
corded Earl Balfour on his rising 
to make the inaugural specch,: 
for which ho roturned thanks, 
and gracofully apologised for his 
inability to sposk in Hoebrow. 
Ho roforrod to tho’ world-wide 
compoaltion of tho gathoring as- 
sombled to mark a gront opoch in 
Jowish history, anda great mile-. 
stono in tho future carcor. of 
Judaism. Ho recalled that tho 
yory spot whoro tho Ieraolitos 
entorod: tho promisod land was 
visiblo from where thoy woro 
sitting, and thoy were on tho 
vyory hill where the Roman 
destructors conducted the siogo 
of Jorusalom whioh ‘ended in 
that groat chapter of the Jowlsh 
pooplo. “ Ho asked if thoro could 
be a more historic spot.
